PETRARCH's LrprarRy.—The commence- 
meat of the reign of Lorenzo Ceilsi was distin- 
guished by e magnificent bequest from Petrarch, 
of which the Venetians have proved themselves 
but little worthy. The poet appears to have 
coatemplated his visits tothe Laguae with no 
ordinary satisfaction; and, in order more sub- 
stantially to testify his grateful sense of the 

t hospitelity of the Republic, he had 
offered his Ubrary 6s a legacy. In 1562, while 
the plagué was raging in Padus, he had fixed his 
abode at Venice, which was free from infection; 
his books accompanied him, and for their con- 
veyance he wea obliged to retain « numerous 
and expensive stud ef baggage horses. On the 
4th of September of that year he wrote to the Sen- 
ate, “I wish, with the good-will of our Saviour, 
and of the Evangelist himself, to make St. Mark 
heir of my library." His chief stipulations were, 
that the books should be neither soid nor dis- 
persed, and that a building should be provided 
in which they might be secure against fire and 
weather. The great council giadly secepted 
tnis liberal domation, and addressed its thenks 
in terms of courtesy (perhaps aot exaggerated, 
if we remember the times in which they were 
written), “Toa scholar unrivalled in poetry, in 
moral philosophy and in theology."’ A palace 
which belonged to the family of Molina, and ia 
later years was converted into a monastery for 
the mums of St. Sepulchre, was assigned as a 
residence for the poet, and asa depository for

red for it. The registry reports showed 
e evils of tenculition were 80 great 
and so manifest, that the British Parliament 
prohibited, under penalties, the practice of 
moculation. Only one or two decades before 
Jenner's discover, the disease appeared in 
the channel flect twenty times. 
A long period, after Jenner was satisfied of 
a protective power against emall-pox in cer 
tain eruptions upon the teats and udder of 
the eow, elapsed before the happy idea en- 
tered his mind to transfer this power from 
the cow into the human constitution. Nine 
years after this, in 1789, he inoculated his 
own 60n With smxail-pox matter. Despite of 
his numerous facts, he had then lingering 
doubts of the power of the vaccine virus. But 
from the bour of his first publication to the 
close ot his life, twenty-five years afterwards, 
he never eutertained any dubiety on the sub- 
ject. Seon after ris announcement to man- 
kind of his invaluable truth, the nations 
seized it with zeal and enthusiasm. Den- 
mark, which had been fearfully and frequeaotly 
ravaged by¥ small-pox, extirpated it so cflect- 
ually by -vaccination that there was not 
a ense of the disease in the kingdom. for 
twenty years la, Which generally in 
small-pox epidemics, lost 100,000 of its in- 
habitants in a single year, was nearly as suc- 
cessful as nmurk.
